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CANADIAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION CONVENTION 1998: by Ron Zelk 


The 1998 C.N.A. convention was held at the Convention Inn Hotel in Edmonton, 
Alberta from July 30 to August 2. This report is a view of the convention as seen by Ron 
Zelk. The registration kit had a bronze medal struck by the Royal Canadian Mint, a VCR 
video “From Artwork To Coin” by the Royal Canadian Mint, an auction catalogue, 
wooden nickels and many more goodies such as pens, coupons etc. The media coverage of 
this event was excellent with three local T.V. stations covering the convention. 

Thursday, July 30: 

- 9am. Bourse floor opened for registrants. There were forty-one dealers and a large area 
for displays. The displays were of high quality and the best of show was won by Dorta 
Brace of Ancaster, Ontario. 

-10 a.m. Bus Tour. There was one bus with about twenty convention goers.
